od. In those days the high school 
and college course was in some- 
ones’ shop. There were no text 
books—it v/as practical experi- 
ence and the application of good p^ tïu d e, 
EtoÎado.' 
judgment. 
Mr. Poe. who is no exception, 
because almost any pioneer mer­ 
chant learned under some person 
in a business or profession was 
“farmed out.” He was given over 
to a Kentucky watchmaker, who 
was duty-bound to teach 
the 
profession to his student. 
He was also to board and keep 
him for two years and pay him 
only $50 a year. 
Where would this country be 
today had John L. Lewis been 
alive? W hat young man today 
would learn a 
trade a t $50 a 
year? After all, probably those 
who lived in those days were far 
better off, 
more 
happier 
and 
more content, than those today. 
Tha t $50 would probably buy 
more 80 years ago than $2,000 to­ 
day. Of course, there also wasn’t 
so much to spend money for.

000,000 crop insurance bill passed 
by the senate. Jones said it was 
not known yet whether govern­ 
ment finances would permit this 
legislation. 
The Texan indicated the $135,- 
000,000 farm tenancy appropria­ 
tion for 1938 recently approved 
by his committee would be pared 
considerably.

Communities th at do not have large signs wel­ 
coming strangers within their gates are usually 
looked upon as out of date, but it takes more 
than signs to make a community friendly . 
The automobile tourists have frequently been 
misled by signs. They have gone into communi­ 
ties with the ex pectation of finding a hearty 
welcome and a willingness on the part of every ­ 
one to make their stay pleasant. They obtained 
th at idea from the signs, but their actual ex ­ 
perience was that the people were as cold as 
icebergs. 
Even more beneficial to a community than a 
well fitted tourist camp, is a friendly spirit on 
the part of the people towards strangers passing 
through while on an automobile trip. 
A modern tourist camp is essential if the av­ 
erage community wishes to attract any tourists 
for the greater majority of tourists nowaday s 
start their trip with the equipment and inten­ 
tion of stay ing at tourist camps, but the thing 
th at lingers longest in the memory of a tourist 
is the kindly reception from the people with 
whom he came in contact. 
A tourist recently informed us that the inci­ 
dent th at he remembers best about a long motor 
trip he took, was the courtesy of a policeman in 
one city through which he passed. The police­ 
man recognized him as a stranger and piloted 
him through the city so that he could avoid the 
heavy traffic and a torn-up street and thus es­ 
cape vex ing delay . 
But the responsibility can’t all be placed on 
the shoulders of the officers of the law, nor upon 
the officials of civic organizations, it is a respon­ 
sibility of citizenship and a sign of home loy alty 
to be courteous to strangers and give them a 
friendly welcome. 
The touring season is about here and thousands 
of motorists will be passing through this sum­ 
mer. Many of them will stop here if they get 
the right sort of reception. More of them will be 
our guests and will patronize our places of busi­ 
ness if we show that we want to be hospitable. 
There is only one way to be friendly , and th at 
is to loosen up and act hum an when a stranger 
asks for information. If strangers are to be 
treated as if they were lepers, we may as well 
tear down the welcome signs and close up the 
tourist camp. 
Signs ex tending a welcome to strangers are 
the most ex pensive things a community can 
have if the welcome is not manifest and the 
stranger gets a cold shoulder at every „turn. ...

F A R M A ND 
GA R DE N HINTS

ROSES 
Ev ery o ne admires the ro se fo r 
its magnificent béauty and de­ 
lightful fragrancfe. The ro se is 
uhdo tibtedly the “ queen” o f all 
the 
flo wering 
garden 
plants. 
Av o iding any bo tanical classifi­ 
catio n, ró sés are div ided as to 
use in the fo llo wing mahner: Hy ­ 
brid Teas, Hy brid Perpetuá is, 
Po ly anthas, Rugo sas, Ramblers 
and Cllmbeirs. 
Hy brid Teas, kno v m as eVer- 
blo o ming ro ses are o btained by 
cro ssing o f the v igo ro us hy brid 
perpetual with the tender tea 
ro se. The Hy brid Tea is hardy , 
with adequate winter pro tectio n, 
ev en in sev ere no rthern situa­ 
tio ns. It blo o ms freely and co n­ 
tinuo usly and has its main use in 
the ro se garden. 
Hy brid Perpetuá is are co m­ 
pletely hardy , needing no winter 
pro tectio n any where in the Unit­ 
ed States. They are frequently 
referred to as “ J une ro ses.” They 
are especially useful as hedges 
and fo r backgro und in the ro se 
garden. 
Po ly antha 
Ro ses 
o r 
Baby 
Rambler are lo w gro wing ev er- 
blo o ming shrub ro ses which are 
v ery useftil fo r lo w hedges, mass 
plantings and 
bo rders. Their 
blo o m is co ntinuo us and they are 
hardy witho ut winter pro tectio n. 
Rugo sas, o r Shrub Ro ses, are 
well adapted fo r screen planting, 
also fo r backgro und and mass 
planting in the shrub bo rder. 
This ty pe is ex tremely hardy . 
Rambler Ro ses are the familiar 
ty pe o f ro ses used o n fences, trel- 
luses. arbo rs and o ther o pen sup­ 
po rts. Large clusters o f small 
blo o ms are pro duced in J une and 
J uly . 
Climbers 
are 
v igo ro us 
gro wers with large indiv idual 
blo o ms. The wo o d is stiffer than 
the rambler and lo nger liv ed. 
They are used o n trellises, wall 
areas, and po rches. 
The design fo r a ro se garden 
may inv o lv e a simple bed o r po s­ 
sibly a larger area which may be 
treated in a fo rmal manner. This 
will depend largely upo n the 
amo unt o f space av ailable. In 
either case, the lo catio n o f the 
ro se garden is the first thing to 
be co nsidered. Ro ses will thriv e 
and bear beautiful blo o ms in a 
situatio n where they receiv e sun 
either in the mo rning o r the 
afterno o n fo r abo ut fiv e ho urs 
at a time. They reá dily to leraté 
shade but the area must be o pen 
to the sky ; that is, no o v erhang 
o f trees. It is best to plan a 
windbreak (shrubs o r ev ergreens) 
o n the no rth and west sides. This 
prev ents ev apo ratio n o f plant 
mo isture by stro ng winds at all 
times 
and 
insures 
thrifty , 
healthy plants. 
Ro ses will gro w in a great 
many kinds o f so il. The drainage 
o f the so il is the mo st impo rt­ 
ant part. They will no t thriv e in 
so ggy so il, altho ugh they need

Indiana farmers are u rged by 
Pu rdu e u niv ersity agro no mists to 
aetermine definitely the germin­ 
atio n o f bo th co rn and so y bean 
seed to be u sed this sp ring in o r­ 
der to assu re satisfacto ry stands. 
Co rn sav ed last fall after Octo ­ 
ber 26 has been germinating in 
many cases fro m 6 0 to 80 p er 
cent, acco rding to hu ndreds o f 
tests made at Pu rdu e u niv ersity 
Agricu ltu ral 
Ex p eriment 
Sta­ 
tio n. Rep o rts fro m co u nty agri­ 
cu ltu ral agents and v o catio nal 
agricu ltu ral teachers co ndu cting 
co mmu nity testers also indicate 
relativ ely lo w germinatio n o f late 
sto red co m. 
The first sev ere fro st last fall 
o ccu rred o n Octo ber 26 and 27 
with the temp eratu re dro p p ing 
as lo w as 20 degrees in many sec­ 
tio ns o f the state. At that time 
mu ch o f the co rn in the fields 
carried 30 p er cent mo istu re, ren­ 
dering it incap able o f withstand­ 
ing these lo w temp eratu res. Pu r­ 
du e sp ecialists cite the ex p eri­ 
ence o f the last few y ears, which 
has stressed the imp o rtance o f 
gatherine seed co rn befo re dan­ 
ger o f a freeze o r a sev ere fro st.
